for every Day in the Week, One for our Saviour c 
Feaſts, One for the Holy Ghoſt, Ore for Saints, 
and One for the Dead, which the Author of this 


Reform hath entituled, A. Preparatory Office for 
Death, and One for a Family. = 
The Offices for every Day in the Week, though 
indeed they may be nſed on any other Day, are ap- 
propriated to their reſpective Days, not only for the 
ſake of Order, or. Method, but for particular Rea- 
ſons, upon which the great Author had his Eye in 
their reſpective Appropriations. This appears from 
the Offices themſelves ; as in that of "Thurſday, 
which is all upon the Subjett of the Holy Eucha- 
riſt, aud its Inſtitution, becauſe on that Day our 
Lord before his Paſſion appointed that Holy Sacra- 
ment, aud Commemorative Sacrifice, to be a 
perpetual Memorial, or Commemoration before God, 
as well as among Men, of the great Propitiatory - 
Sacrifice he made upon the Croſs. | 
| The Subject of Friday's Devotions, is our Sa- 
viour's Sufferings, and our Redemption by them, + 
Saturday's Office is upon the ſame Subject of 
our Lord's meritorious Sufferings, with a particular 
Reſpect to the Victory he thereby obtained over Sin 
and Death, and the Powers of Darkneſs. | 
Sunday's Devotions are chiefly upon the Subject 
ef our Lord's glorious Reſurrection, with ſome © -

Goodueſs of God, who rewards ſuch impenfett Ser- 
vices, and ſhurt Sufferings, with infinite Rewards, 
and the Obligation which lies upon us to:mention the

In the Office for a Family is briefly compre- 
hended all what relates both to the Erudition and 
Devotion of a Chriſtian Family, and all the Stages 
of Human Life are fitly repreſented, with the vari- 
ous Diſpenſations of God toward Mankind, from 
the Beginning to the End of all Things, in order to 
our final and perfect Reſtoration. And as Families 
are founded in the Society of Man and Woman as 
feſt inſtituted by God, one main Part of the Service 
proper for a Family, turns upon a religious and uſe- 
Ful Diſceurſe of the Evil and Good which have been 
derived to Mankind by Woman, being Part of the 
Reformation of the Office of the B. Virgin, ſaid to 
be written by the ſame Author; and which in all 
the former Editious was eutirely left out, 

Every one of theſe Offices hath Four Parts, the 
laſt only excepted ; and every one of theſe Parts 
may, as they are reform d in this Book, be perform d 


iz Single, or Solitary Devotion, in a Quarter of 


an Hour, or little more, which make but a ſmall 
Part of Time in every Day to ſpend in God's Ser- 
vice, and may well be ſpared from our other common 
Employments, or from our vacant Hours, wherein 
die do nothing, or are apt to do ill, aud are much 


better ſpent, than in giving and receiving vain, 


idle, and unprofitable Viſits, or waſting our pre- 
- caous Hours in Places of publick and dangerous Re- 
fort, or long aud tedious Dreſſes, one of the great 
Sins of this Age, or fooliſh Amuſements of our 
Thoughts, which Jo mam times in the Day mg

be fo nobly entertained with the ſublime and inges 
wious Notions of this Book. 3 | 
Two of theſe Four Parts are allotted for the Morne 
ing, or Forenoon, and Two for the Evening, or Af 
ternoon, at ſuch Hours as every one may find moſt 
convenient for himſelf, if he is a fingle Perſon, or 
as many agreeing together may appoint with leaſt 
Tuconveniency to themſelves, F a fingle Per- 
ſon happens to be engaged unawares in Buſineſs, or 
Company, or to be in a Journey, or Voyage, with 
others, he may-retire with his Book for one Quarter 
of an Hour into ſome Receſs, in a Houſe, Garden, 
or Field ; and a Maſter of a Family, that hath ap- 
pointed Hours for Devotion, may order his Books to 
be laid at his appointed Hours, and invite his 
Friends, who come in, to join with him, if they are 
ſuch as he may communicate with, or they with him; 
or if not, with all Civility, he may borrow ſo ſmall 
a Part of an Hour of them, while he fays his Prayers. 
This Cuſtom, if generally obſerv'd, would ſoon bring 
Religion, and Religious Perſons into Credit, Ho- 
nour and Veneration ; and, I hope, no Man will be 
fo uncharitable as to think, that while I thus recom- 
mend fet Hours for Devotion, I am ſo ſuperſtitious 
as to put any Truſt in the bare Recital of a few 
Pſalms, and Prayers, aud Hymns, at ſuch and ſuch 
preſcribed Times, but that Ido it to reſtore the an- 
cient Practice of Devotion, which was in uſe among 
tle Jews and the Primitive Chriſtians, among 
whom the Diſtinction of Hours for Prayers was 
rot the Effet of Superſtition, but a rational Inſti= 
tution, in which they agreed, à it were by common 
Inſpiration, as the beſt Means of advancing Piety 
aud Devotion. | 7% 
Of the Five Jaſt 2 : . „ a. of our Saviour is 
be uſed in all the Sundays in Advent, and the 
| 15 Feſtivals 
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Feſtivals of our Sauour, as Chriftmas-Day, #}e 
Circumciſion, or New-Year's Day, the Epipha- 


ny, called among us, from the Time of the Saxons, 
tbe Twelfth-Day, the Annunciation, Paſſion- 
Sunday, which may be innocently ob ſerv d, though 
not noted in the Church of England Kalendar; 
Palm-Sunday, and Afcenſion-Day. 

The Office of the Holy Ghoſt is to be ſaid on 
Whitſunday, Monday, aud Tueſday ; and 
may with great Comfort and Benefit to ſerious Per- 
fons, be ſaid, or read at any other Time. 


The Office of the Saints is to be uſed on all the 


proper Feſtivals, or Days of Commemoration of par- 
ticular Saints, whoſe Offices are alſo here added by 
the excellent Reformer of the Devotions ; and the 
Uſe of them is in a peculiar manner comfortable 


and proper to all Chriftians, who are truly perſecu- 


ted for doing, or not doing any thing contrary to 
their Chriſtian Duty, aud the Laws of God, © 
The Office of the Dead is intended to be ſaid 
at Diſcretion upon all Occafions of Epidemical Diſ- 
eafes and Mortality, upon the Death of our Neigh- 
bours, Friends and Relations, or upon the Anni- 
ver ſary Day of the Death of any Per ſou, whoſe De- 


parture we think fit to commemorate, as long as ue 
furuive them; or ſometimes a. devout Perſon may 


have Occafion, or Tuclination to ſay one or other of 
theſe Offices un any Day of the Week, with great 
Advantage, which may be done, omitting the pro- 
per Offices of the Day ; and the proper Feſtivals 
ſhew the Times when they are to be uſed. 

And the Office for a Family is not confined to 
any Time, but may indifferently be uſed at the 
Diſcretion of the Maſter or Miſtreſs thereof; upon 


uch ordinary Days when no Proyer Service is dp.

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Note, This is the only Office of the Twelve, 


which will not agree with Solitary Devotion, as 
well as with that which i Social; as being calcu 
lated chiefly for the Uſe of Religious Families. 

As for Directions in ufing theſe Offices, none are 
20 be given to thoſe who uſe them alone; but they 
are are wholly left to the Government of their own 


| Diſcretions. But when Two, or more, ſay them 


together, tis fit they ſhould obſerve ſome Orders 
and Rules in their Social Devotion, for which Pur- 
poſe I propoſe theſe which follow : | 

Firſt, As to the Place, let it be ſome private 
Oratory, if any fuch can be had, at leaſt ſome 
Retirement, if the Houſe, where they meet, will 
afford any ſuch. 

At Martins, both falling down on their Knees,, 
let them implore the Aſſiſtance of God ; A. ſaying, 
Prevent we beſeech thee, ©. Then, both riſing, 


let them ſay _— In the Name of the Fa- 


ther, Cc. Then let A. ſay the Invitatory, and 
B. repeat it every where as in the Book. Then,, 


both continuing ſtanding, let A. repeat one Stanza 
of the Hymn, and B. the other. Then let A. ſay 


the Antiphon, and B. begin the Pſalm, which they 
are to recite alternately ; or, if they like it better, 


let the Antiphon be ſaid at the Beginning and End 


of the Pſalm, and the Verſes of the Pſalm be read 


alternately in the way of Pſalmody, according to 


the preſent Practice of moſt Congregations of: the- 
Church of England, which makes a moſt Divine 
Harmony in Worſhip betuixt the Prieſt and Cho- 
rus of the People. But the way of reciting the An- 
tiphon, and the Verſes of the Pſalm alternately, is:

Examples of both to be found inthe Book of Pſalms. 
At the End of every Pſalm, let A. ſay, Glory be 
to the Father, @c. and B. As it was in the Be- 
ginning, Cc. both continuing to ſtaxd, and ſhewing 


ſome other Sign of Worſhip, by bowing the Head, or 


lifting up the Eyes to Heaven : For in all Devotion, 
the exteriour Worſhip is never to be neglected; and 
thoſe ſtiff, moroſe, and ſaturnine Votiſts, who 
are ſo ſparing of bodily Adoration in our moſt ſo- 
lemn Services, refuſing to ſtand at the Singing of 
Pſalms and Anthems, or to bow to God before his 
Hol Altars, act not only againſt the common No- 
tions of Mankind, and the Nature of Divine Mor- 
hip, but, if they would obſerve it, againſt their 
own Inclinations ; which, if not reſtrained by falſe 
Preconceptions, or warft contrary to their Bent by 
Perverſeneſs of Humour and Education, would na- 
turally prompt them, like other Men, to declare 
their inward by their outward Adoration, and join 
the Worſhip of the Body with the Devotion of the 


Soul. The Pſalms being ended, let A. read the 


Leſſons, aud B. the Reſponſories, till he come to 
the firſt Star, and then A. is to read the ſecond 


Star, where B. is to repeat what A. ſaid before, as 


#5 directed in all the Reſponſories. 5 
The great Hymn, called, Te Deum, concludes the 

Sunday Matins, or begins the Lauds. Benedictus, 
or the Song of Lacharias, is uſed after the Anti- 
phon, which follous the Hymn in Sunday Lauds. 
Magnificat, or the Song of the Bleſſed Virgin, i- 
recited after the Antiphon, which follows the 
Hymn at Sunday Veſpers. And Nunc dimittis, 
or the Song of Simeon, is repeated after the Anti- 
phon, which follows the Hymn in Sunday Com- 
puline. And this luſt Service is concluded with the 
V erf, and Reſp. beginuing at Youchſafe, © by

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All theſe may be ſo uſed in the ſame Order in 
other Offices, where they are not printed at large; 
but thoſe who have a mind to uſe them in the other 
Offices, may recite them in their proper Places with= 
out any other Inconvenience than of turning to the 
Places, where they are printed in the Sunday Office, 

Every Office may alſo be concluded with the ſo- 
lemn Benediction, viz. The Peace of God, Cc. 
But if he is not a Prieſt that ſpeaks it, Our is to 
be ſaid inſtead of Your and Us inſtead of You. 

Alſo the ſame Invitatory may ſerve to begin all 
the other Parts of every Office, as well as the Ma- 
tins, and the ſame Directions will ſerve to guide 
all devout Perſons in the Uſe of them; and at any 
time, when unforeſeen Accidents and-Buſfineſs will 
not allow them to ſay them at diſtinct Hours, they 
may paſs immediately from the Matins tothe Lauds, 
in the Morning, and from Veſpers to the Com- 
plines in the Afternoon. And it is to be noted, that 
any other Prayers, or Forms of Prayers, for the 
Morning or Evening, as for the King, the Church,, 
or our Friends, or Interceſſions for any other Per- 
ſons, or Petitions for Things; as alſo any Forms 
of Thankſgiving, may be uſed in auy, or all the 
Parts of theſe Offices, as Prudence ſhall direti 
them in their ſolitary Devotions, or as Religious 
Companies, or Societies, who join together in So- 
cial Worſhip, ſhall agree among themſelves. 

Thus much Ithought fit to premiſe concerning the 
Excellency of theſe Offices, and the Uſe of them ; 
and, I hope, no Friends to Piety or Devotion, will, 
through Prejudice, or other Human Weakneſs of 
Underſtanding, diflike them, becauſe they are Re- 
formed Devotions. Fur be this from any Man, 
who would be thought wiſe or good, leſt * ams 

| ower 
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Power of Prejudice and Paſſion, if God dv not re- 
ſtrain him, he fhould come to diſlike our pure Reli- 
gion itſelf, and its folemu Worſhip, becauſe they 
are both Reformed. "A 

There are fume among the Learned, as well as 
among the more common ſort, that are ſubjett to 
ſuch Prejudices againſt the Church of Rome; 
they are apt to think there are no true Fruits of 
Piety among thoſe of that Communion, nor any 
Helps to Heaven can come from thence. But theſe 
Per fons ſhould conſider that there are three ſorts 
of Men in that Church, who are not ſo accounta- 
Jule for the Errors and Corruptions thereof. Some 
thro the powerful Influence of Education, and the 
invincible, or almoſt invincible Ignorance, that 
attends it, do not diſcern the great Faults of tl er 
Church, and God being merciful to ſuch Mens Miſ- 
takes, gives them his Holy Spirit, by the Aſfiſtance 
whereof they bring forth the Fruits of trus Piety, 
and among theſe we may find many Per ſons emi- 
went for Humility, Purity, Charity, Devotion, 
Gentleneſs, Self Denial, and Refiguation, and 
other Chriſtian Graces ; and where we find Men 
in dangerous Communions, fo ſecured againſt the 
Dangers of them, by the ſpecial Favour of God, 
we ought to magnify his Goodneſs, and their Ex- 
amples ought to provoke us to Emulation, aud to 
imitate, or rather out- do the Patterns they ſet us in 
good Works. 

Some there are again, who knowing the controver- 
ted Doftrines and Practices of their Church, and the 
heavy Charges we juſtly lay upon them, yet thro the 
Modeſty aud Humility of their Tempers, join d 
with a credulous Charity, and great Admiration 
they have for that Church, upon the _— of 
nr ume 


Hie thought it hard to charge a Church of ſuch emi- 
zent Prerogatives with ſuch great Errors, aud could

fome * glaring but accidental Advantages which 
other Churches want, they are unwilling to enter into 


a thorough Examination of the Points in Contro= 


verly, thinking it the ſafeſt way to make no ſtrict 
Reſearches, but deny their Under ſtandings in ſome 
Things, as they do their Mills in others, in Submi ſ- 
ſien to their Church's Authority, and to believe as 
ſhe doth. This, as T gueſs, from ſome Expreſſions 
in the Thurſday Office, of the Unreform'd Devo- 
tions, was the Caſe of that humble and charitable 
Gentleman, who was the Author of theſe Devotions, 


wot believe, that fo great a Part of Chriſtianity, as 
ſhe poſſeſſes, and fo many Guides of Souls that are 
in her, ſhould all be in the wrong. Thus his Mo- 
deſty and Charity to that Church made him forget 
the State of the jewiſn Church in the Reign of 
Ahab, and of the, Chriftian in the Arian Reignt. 


Nevertheleſs, we ought to magnify the abundant 


Mercy of God, who, in infinite Pity to his miſtaken 
Humility, and too credulous Charity, was pleaſed 
to give him the Spirit of Devotion, with many 
other eminent Gifrs and Graces, of which we have 


an Account in the Epiſtle Dedicatory to the Unre- 


form'd Devotions, by J. S. which is left out of the 
Fourth Edition of them, 

Others there are, in the Third place, who, tho

when the Church ſhall reform itſelf in Peace, and 
with Security to the Succeſſion, and Authority 
of the Prieſthood, the Government, Diſci- 
pline, and Patrimony of the Church, and the 
juſt Exerciſe of all her Spiritual Powers and 
Rights. Great Numbers of ſuch well-diſpoſed' 
Men are, and always have been in the Church of 
Rome, ſince it needed to be Reform'd, and the 
Chriſtian World is beholden to many of them 
for their admirable Works, which we are to em- 
brace, with all Reſpect to their Perſons and Me— 
mories, and Thaukfulneſs to God, who gave them 
ſuch excellent Gifts, Theſe are Men, who groan- 
ing under the Tyranny and Bondage of the Court 
of Rome, which ſo corrupts their Church, wait 
For Deliverance from that Corruption into the glo- 
rious Liberty of the Children of God.

One of them writing of us not long 
fince, ſaid, We are rather to be call'd NVon- Ca- 
tholicks than Hereticks : And tho theſe Men do not 
come over to us, but think it beſt to abide in dar

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Communion, from which we had great Reaſon to 
"riform ; yet, it would be not only great Weak- 
"neſs, but Peeviſhneſs, and Want of Chriſtian Can- 
dor, for us to refuſe to pay that Honour to their 
Perſons, or Memories, which is due unto them, 
upon the Account of their ſingular Gifts, or not 
give their excellent Writings that Acceptance they 
deſerve, eſpecially when they are Reform'd.
